Preface 


This  book  is  dedicated  to  my  mother  who  piqued  my  interest  in  coin  collecting  at  the  age  of 
twelve.  Her  gift  of  an  1832  half  dollar  and  an  1853  quarter  resulted  in  an  appreciation  for  coins 
that  has  enriched  my  life. 

This  superb  collection  is  the  product  of  nearly  halt  a  century  of  searching  for  gem  coins.  \\  lien 
I  first  started  to  collect  copper  in  1946,  my  goal  was  to  try  to  put  together  a  collection  of  fift\  half 
cents  and  one  hundred  large  cents  in  gem  uncirculated  condition,  if  they  existed.  I  knew  that  it 
wouldn’t  be  easy,  but  didn  t  think  it  would  take  so  long  and  that  I  would  never  be  able  to  complete 
the  collection.  Of  the  hundred  and  fifty  coins  I  was  seeking,  I  was  able  to  find  one  hundred  and 
forty-one.  Of  this  number,  only  six  are  not  uncirculated  —  four  half  cents  and  two  large  cents.  Many 
of  these  coins  have  not  been  on  the  market  for  more  than  forty  years.  Most  of  the  coins  are  of  con¬ 
dition  census  level,  with  many  being  the  finest  known  or  tied  for  finest  known  of  the  variety.  1  he 
average  grade  of  the  half  cents  is  MS  63+  and  of  the  large  cents,  it  is  MS  64+  .  loday  it  would  be 
very  difficult  to  form  a  collection  of  such  quality  in  one’s  lifetime,  even  assuming  that  cost  was  not 
a  factor.  The  reason  is  that  copper  coins  of  this  quality,  especially  in  the  early  dates,  are  seldom  of¬ 
fered  for  sale.  A  substantial  number  of  the  coins  were  acquired  through  Stack  s,  either  at  auction 
or  by  private  treaty.  I  would  especially  like  to  thank  Harvey  Stack  for  lus  advice  and  counsel  ovei 
the  years. 

It  has  been  a  most  enjoyable  forty-eight  years,  and  I’ve  made  many  friends.  I  would  like  to  thank 
those  who  have  helped  me  during  this  time— Jim  McGuigan  and  Del  Bland  (who  assisted  in  the
